The  color  is  a very  pleasing  combination  of  blue  and  white : distinct 
from  any  other  known  Iris.  Six  petals ; flowers  flat  like  the  Kaempferi 
(Japan  Iris),  four  to  five  inches  across;  borne  on  stems  20  to  25  inches 
high.  Season  of  blooming  just  between  the  German  and  Kaempferi 
types.  Succeeds  best  in  a rather  moist  situation.
